From these we learned that 
Saginaw is included in the great beet 
growing belt of the country which is 
one hundred miles north and south 
of the isothermal line of 70 degrees. 
This is an imaginary line running 
across the country connecting places 
of the same average summer temper- 
ature.

Early in the spring of 1910, Hon- 
orable Wellington R. Burt presented 
to the high school the use of the 
ground opposite the city hall for the 


cultivation of sugar beets. 


In one of the papers I read the ac- 
count of this, and got so interested 
that I handed in my name to Mr. 
Warner, principal of the school, as 
About two 


weeks later the principal called his 


a member of the class. 


first meeting of the sugar beet class 
to give us a few points for starting 


the raising of sugar beets. 


First we were handed a few of 
Farmers’ Bulletins that are issued 
by the government. In these bulle- 
tins we read about the planting, cul- 
tivating and harvesting of beets. 
I learned from these bulletins that 
sugar beets should be grown from 
six to eight inches apart and the 
rows should be about twenty-two 


inches apart. 


Our field being opposite the city 
hall, we desired to keep it looking 
good on account of public inspection.“ 
This field was two hundred eighty 
feet wide and about the same in 
length, containing about one acre 


and a half of ground. In the front 
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northwest to Lansing; from there 
it bends southwest across the state 
to South Bend, Indiana. We found 
that beets grow best in a sandy loam 
such as will yield a good crop of 
corn or potatoes and the soil should 
be very well drained and fairly level. 
Occasionally fertilization is neces- 
sary, especially where the field has 
been used for several crops. The 
fertilizer must contain potash, phos- 
phoric acid, nitrogen and lime. The 
land must be thoroughly loosened 
to the depth of fifteen or eighteen 
inches, the seed put in by a beet drill 
which is drawn by horses and rolled 
with a heavy roller to secure the 
necessary firmness for a good crop. 
The beet seeder puts the seed in 
very close together in rows twenty 
inches apart, so that a good number 
will be sure to grow. If the beets 
were allowed to continue their 
growth after they had come up, they 
would all be dwarfs and worthless, 
so they must be blocked and thinned. 
This is done by taking out all the 
beets in the row except small 
bunches ten inches apart, and then 
thin all the weak beets out of each 
bunch, leaving but one sturdy one, 
which then has plenty of room to 
grow. The first operation is called 
*blocking," and the second “thin- 
ning.”

sure market for them, so he goes to 
a sugar manufacturer and forms a 
contract for all the beets. that are 


raised on his land to be sold to the 


After this, the beets were cultivated 
and then we had again to go over 
each row and do the weeding by 
hand, This is hard and hot work, 
and brings one “next to the ground” 
all right. "All during the summer we 
had to hoe our beets and take good 
care of them. After this they re- 
quired very little attention until the 


time came to harvest them. 


During the latter part of October 
we had our beets lifted with a beet 
lifter. We then went over the field 
and piled up the beets, making piles 
every 


twenty-five or thirty feet 
apart, throwing on these piles ten 
or twelve rows of beets. After this 
we had to top them, that is to say, 
to cut off the leaves of the beets. To 
do this we had a knife about a foot 
long curved in the middle and which 
had a sharp edge. Holding the beet 
in your left hand and the knife in 
the right, we proceeded with our 
work. It took us about two weeks 
to do this work on account of ill 
luck, such as smallpox, which came 
into our city unwelcomed. The boys 
being vaccinated, their arms worked 
at something else besides beets, and 


this laid us up for a few days. 


When all our beets were piled and 
topped, we had them hauled to the 
cars ready for the factory. We had 
six loads of beets, which weighed 


about twenty-five thousand pounds, 
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manufacturer. The number of our 
contract with the Carrollton Sugar 
Company was L705, so, although we 
were a small concern, we were treat- 
ed like all the others. To figure out 
what you get for your beets you 
must take the gross weight of a 
wagon load, which is the beets and 
wagon together, subtract the weight 
of the wagon and multiply this by 
the percentage of “tare,” which is 
the amount taken from you for the 
dirt on the beets. This will give the 
“tare” in pounds, which is subtract- 
ed from the net weight of the gross 
weight minus the wagon. Then 
divide this sum by two thousand 
pounds, and you have the number 
of tons to the load. Next, by mul- 
tiplying the number of tons by the 
price per ton, which is reckoned by 
the percentage of sugar in the beet 
and you have the amount of payment 
for one load. We had six loads, and 
it took us some time to check over 
correctly the bookkeeper’s figures. 
I suppose every beet grower does 
this, and usually he is satisfied, but 
sometimes he may say, as we did,
